“TARIFF REFORM DEFERRED.” 


A Review of the General Result by the New 
York Times. 


New Yorn, November 8.—Under the head- 
ing of ‘‘Tariff Reform Deferred’’ the Times 
this morning says: ‘‘Harrison and Morton 
have been elected President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States.

About $2,000,000 Bet on the Result of the 
Election—The Big Winners and Losers. 


NEw York, November 8.—The Sun says: 
„There are lots of betters now in the ‘soup,’ 
asthe phraseis. Defeated candidates are ‘in 
the soup’ of course, but they are compara- 
tively few when the vast aggregate of election 
losers is considered, The principal sufferers 
this time are the professional gamblers, the 
bookmaking successors of the pool-sellers, 
through whom the big betting is mostly done, 


Beside the money they placed on commission, 
many ofthem plunged heavily on Cleveland 
for their own account. They bet with the 
gambler’s superstitious belief in hoodoo and 
mascot effects, and followed in blind 
worship ‘Cleveland’s luck.“ Even on 
election night when the returns were very 
discouraging, some of them continued to bet 
on OCleveland’s election. James E. Kelly, one 
of the menwho did not lose his head, did 
some very profitable hedging, as he had been 
betting for two months on Cleveland and saw 
his mistake. But there are many gambling 
men who will ‘eat snowballs’ this winter. 
This is one of their strong metaphorical ex- 
pressions, indicating that there is a lack of 
cash or other provision for the rigors of 
Winter. 

There are other losers, of course, and heavy 
ones, too. They are the men who belong to 
organizations, are running themselves, or 
have friends running for office, and who grow 
enthusiastic and sometimes reckiess inthe 
heat ofthe fray. Altogether, taking large and 
small bets of money, hats, dinners and drinks 
into consideration, it is estimated that 
$2,000,000 of value trembled in the balance of 
this year’s election.

THE LAKES DISAPPEARING 


Strange Phenomenon in Oregon—Will Peo- 
ple Settle Below High Water Mark? 


From the Portland Oregonian. 

Southeastern Oregon is almost a terra in- 
cognita yet, except to cattlemen, swamp-land 
grabbers, and people of that ilk. In the 
numerous law suits between swamp-land men 
and settlers who have taken up claims on the 
alleged swamp-lands, there have been many 
instances of persons swearing in direct oppo- 
sition to others in regard tothe character of 


land, which occurrences would lead unbiased 
persons to suppose that flat perjury ‘had been 
committed. 

There may have been no idea or intention 
onthe part ofany of the witnesses to testify 
ey n these cases, as the following wiil 
show: 

Warner Lake, in southeastern Oregon, is a 
shallow body of water covering a large amount 
ol land. It is divided by low ridges of land 
into three or four divisions. Last year a 
gentleman a through that country 
found one of these divisions to be a lake eight 
miles long and four miles wide, and from four 
to five feet deep. This summer the same 
gentleman visited that section and found this 
lake totaliy dry, and drove his team across it 
without trouble. He is now prepared to 
swear that the site of the lake is suitable for 
cultivation, whereas last year he would have 
sworn with a clear conscience that there was 
a lake there. | 

Last year Mr. Neil had a contract to make 
a survey of the meander line of Warner lake. 
This he did, and this year Mr. Martin a gov- 
ernment inspector of surveys, visited Warner 
Lake to inspect the 9 done by Mr. 
Neil. He found the work all right, but it 
did not conform to the water line in that part 
of the lake above mentioned. Responsible 
parties who were atthe lake when Mr. Neil 
made his meander, cSnfirmed the truthful- 
ness as tothe water line when it was made, 
and Mr. Martin became convinced by their 
testimony that a wonderful change had taken 
place. 

The probable cause of the disappearance 
of this large body of water is the light fall 
of snow in that section for several years 
past, as all the lakes in that section are lower 
than ever before sinee the settlement of the 
country. 

It will hardly be safe to settle on the bottom 
of a dried-up lake or close to low water mark. 
as in case ofa long, hard winter with a great 
fall of snow, and late rains in the spring,these 
lakes will likely expand themselves to their 
oringinal size. 

The fact that the lakes in that section are 
ofthis character is probably the cause of ail 
the trouble and misunderstanding in regard 
to swamp lands.

THE NEW CIVILIZATION THAT HAS ABRISE- 
IN JAPAN. 


The Size of the Country and Its Great 
Cities—Its Daily Earthquakes—The Great 
Voleances—The Modern Japan—A Land 
of Post-Offices and Telegraph—The Adop- 
tion of European Clothes and Customs. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
OKYO, September 20.— 
I write this letter in 
Tokyo, the capital of 
the new Japan. No 
better place could be 
chosen for the study 
of this, the newest 
country of Asia. The 
age of Japan is less 
than the life of a man. 
Thirty-three years ago 
the Japan of to-day 
did not exist. Twenty 
years ago it was a land 
governed by customs 
ae much like those of 
Europe during the middle ages. Japan is of 
Asia and still not Asia. Five thousand miles 
and fourteen days from San Francisco. It is 
12,000 miles by ship from Liverpool through 
the Suez Canal. It is five days from Yoxko- 
hama to Hong Kong and yet some parts of 
Japan are so near the Asiatic continent that 
you can cross in afew hours ina canoe. Two 
days’ sail will bring you into Corea and Kam- 
schatka is within a few hours’ journey of 
the northern borders of Japan. It is 
a land of islands and the chain which consti- 
tutes it extends,says one authority, a distance 
of 2,000 miles. Most of these islands are 
small, but the country all told has enough 
territory for a big nation and several of its 
islands are larger than many of our American 
States. The Island of Hondo, which is the 
main part of the country, and the one in 
which the big cities are located, has 25,000,000 
population, and the area of Japan all told is 
bigger than Italy, and you could lose Prussia 
inside of it, All the territory of Great Britain 
and Ireland is not equal to Japan, and the 
State of New York is only one-third its size. 
The country has to-day more people than we 
bad in 1870 and its population is about equal to 
that of Great Britain and Ireland. 

These islands run like a crescent, the horns 
of which are pointed towards Asia. There are 
8,800 of them, and the topmost horn is formed 
by the Island of Yezo. Yezo is the Alaska of 
Japan. It contains one-fifth of the whole ter- 
ritory, and itis peopled by savages who afe 
hardly more advanced in civilization than the 
Esquimaux. These are the Ainos, who are 
supposea by some to be the prim- 
itive Japanese. There are only 17, 
000 ofthem. They live in huts, wear long 
hair and beards, and have an entirely 


different civilization from the rest of the 
country. They are small like the Japanese 
but broader shouldered, and they are as dirty 
as the Japanese are clean The ugilest sex of 
the Ainos is the women, who tattoo their up- 
— lips and think that frowsy bair is a sign of

for their jsland. They furnish much of the 
lumber for Japan aud their rocky island is 
said to be full of minerals. Asa political fac- 
tor, however, they are nothing. 

THE BIG CITIES. 

The big cities of Japan are in the Island of 
Hondo, which lies south of the Yezo and 
which is several hundredsof miles long and 
at places 200 miles wide. Here are the chief 
agricultural regions, the manufacturing dis- 
tricts, and in short, Japan. Tokyo itself has 
a million inhabitants, and it lies in the center 
of the Empire. Its distances are more mag- 
nificent than those of Washington and its 
size is about that of Philadeiphia. Three hun- 
dred miles west of Tokyo is Osaka, which 
has about as many inhabitants 
as Chicago and a very few miles 
off from this is Kiota, which was formerly the 
capital of the empire and which boasts as 
many people as Washington, Kansas City or 
Cleveland. Osaka is now the New York of 
Japan, and Kiota with its temples may be 
called the Mecca of the empire. Nagoya and 
Kanazawa are cities each having over 100,000 
population and there are a dozen other cities 
in Japan, each of which contains from 40,000 
to 80,000 people. There are countless villages 
and many small cities andthe land of Japan 
has been a semi-civilized country for cen- 
turies. 

Japan isa land of mountains and valleys 
and it has as many different climates as the 
United States. You may find your Minnesota 
in Yezo, your Florida about Nagasaki and 
over all vou will find the green of old Ire- 
land. Surrounded by the sea the air is 
ever full of moisture and eyen in winter the 
land is green. It is a land of flowers. I 
saw camelia hedges like trees near 
Yokohama, There are acres and quarter sec- 
tions of water about Tokyo covered with 
lotus flowers as big as around 5-cent loaf of 
American bread and surrounded b reen 
discs each of which is as big as a palm font fan. 
The wisteria here grows wiid and Japan is the 
land of the chrysanthemum. This flower 
forms the crest ofthe Mikado and the poetie 
nature of the Japanese people is showa in 
their love for flowers. They have their flower 
shows three times a month and when the trees 
blossom the whole nation goes wild. Flower 
peddlers are everywhere and Tokyo isa city of 
gardens. 
FUGIYAMA. 

The biggest mountain in Japan is Fugiyama 
an extinct volcano whose summit is over 12, 
feet above the sea. Its snowy peak looks 
down upon me asI write this letter and the 
story of the volcano at Bandisan is still new. 
There are now over twenty active and hon- 
dreds of dormant voicanos in Jupan and the 
land is one of earthquakes. Some persons 
state that Tokyo has an earthquake every day 
of the year, but if so, they are imperceptible 
for I have been here for a month and have no- 
ticed but one which was only aslight shiver 
of the earth which passed away ina minute. 
The Japanese of olden times believed that the 
earthquakes came from a gigantic fish which 
living in the sea bumped Its nose or struck its 
tall against the coast in its anger. This 
shook the earth and caused it to crack and 
tremble. One bundred and elghty-five years 
ago an earthquake destroyed the whole of this 
city, and it is said that in it 200,000 people lost 
their lives. Tokyo had an earthquake as far 
back as 1855, which cost the capital the lives 

,000, and within five years of scientific 
observation between 1872 and 1877 eighty-six 
earthquakes were noticed at Tokyo. Still the 
Japanese 2 in this — of the island 
looks anything but volcanic. Itis made of 
beautiful patches of hiliand hollow cut into 
fields like a crazy quilt, and with the various 
crops covering areas, each of which is not 
much larger than the floor of a good sized 
room. Agricuiturally, the people em to 
work their ground as though twas all garden 
and I doubt whether there is more thorough 
cultivation any where.

THE POSTAL SYSTEM. 

Japan has to-day as good a postal system 
as any country of Europe and the origina- 
tor of its system was an American. His 
name was Bryan. He was ia the Post-office 
Department at Washington, and if I am in- 
formed correctly, lost his position there 
through a change in the Administration. 
He concluded to come to Japan. He offered 
the Government bis services in the organi- 
zation: of its postal system. They accepted 
and after much trouble he succeeded in 1885. 
The Japanese Post-office carried 57,000,000 
letters, more than 40, 000, 000 pos- 
tal cards and over 138,000,000 newspapers. 
revenue during this time was nearly equal to 
its expenses, and there are now about five 
thousand post-offices in the empire of Japan. 
At the bureau of engraving and printing I saw 
Japanese men dressed in European clothes, 
who were — 4 Aa the postage stamps, 
which are used thronghout the empire, and 
in another department of the same building I 
saw a hundred Japanese girisin white night 
gowns who were bundling up Japanese postal 
cards for distribution to the varions o as 
fast as they were printed. 


„Japan has now over four hundred miles of 
railway and four hundred more miles are be- 
ing constructed. Allof the important cities 
and towns are connected with each other by 
lines of 1 and in 1885 more than 
2,500,000, dispatches were sent. The telegraph 
system here s under the controlof the gov- 
ernment, a.u its receipts very nearly meet its 
expendityres. 

be telegraphing is done in Japanese, and 
an extra charge is made when telegrams are 
sent in a foreign language. 


THE AMERICANS OF ASIA. 

The Japanese call themselves the Americans 
of Asia and they are to a certain extent right. 
They are like the Americans in their ready 
adoption of new things and in their being 
ready to risk the present for the future. They 
are quick witted and they want to be up to the 
times. They lack, however, I am prone to 
believe, the American’s desire of accumula- 
tion, his Industry and perseverance, and 
above all his wonderful creative faculty. You 
will ind a patent office at Tokio, but you can 
number the noted Japanese inventions upon 
your fingers. Up to this stage in 
career the Japanese have been an imitative 
rather than a creative nation. What they 
have had in the past has adopted 
from other nations. The civilization which 

receded the one now coming in was largely 

hinese. The chief 1 of the Japanese 
to-day is Buddhism and it came from India. 
Corea boasts of being the author of many 
the schools of Japanese art and Japanese 
erature is largely based on Chinese charac- 
ters. As to the present civilization, Japan is 
ying to choose the best from all nations and 
it hopes to make upa whole better t any. 
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churches, and this alds greatly in the work of 
civilization.

NEW YORK IN THE ELECTION, 

From the returns it seems that New 
York hag adhered to her almost invari- 
able custom of flopping from one party 
to the other every four years, and of in- 
variably helping to down the President’s 
party whenever there isa New York 
man in the White House. 

Explanations of Mr. CLEVELAND’S loss 
of his own State will be as various as the 
pet theories of hobby riders, and each lo- 
cal faction in New York politics will have 
its own way of accounting for it. But to 
the upprejudiced observer at a distance 
the salient features of the local contest 
and the peculiar variations of the Demo- 
cratic vote as between candidates tell a 
story of knifing, trading and venality 
that is by no means creditable to New 
York Democracy. 

They tell a story of Democratic bosses 
sacrificing the control of the Unionina 
scramble of Democratic factions for the 
rich spoils of our greatest city. They tell 
a story of trading and treachery to 
principle that would shame a gang of 
pirates. They tell a story of thousands 
of voters training as Democrats who 
ought to go to the penitentiary for 
selling themselves to MaTTHEW Quay 
and disgracing their citizenship. It has 
been no secret that Mr. Quay made his 
whole fight in New York upon the theory 
that there was the place to beat CLEVE- 
LAND, and that with money enough he could 
do it.

Some of these days the people of this 
country will be awakened to the inexpe- 
dienoy of complicating presidential elec- 
tions with the looal issues of State eleo- 
tions and the faction fights of city 
elections.

LESSONS FROM THE FIGURES. 

The figures of the election contest in St. 
Louis emphasize the point insisted upon 
by the Posr-Disraron that the result was 
a stern rebuke to the Democratic bosses 
and that the strength of a party lies in 
the soundness of its nominations and the 
purity of its methods. 

The Republican majorities here vary 
from a little over 8,000 to over 105000. It 
would be absurd to claim that the last fig- 
ure represents the actual Republican ma- 
jority in this city. E. C. Titrman, the 
Democratic nominee for Public Adminis- 
trator, is politically a clean man and a 
tried official. Although he had a re- 
}spectable Republican opponent, the ma- 
jority against him is a little over three 
thousand.

POHLMAN, the Republican nominee for 
Sheriff, is a local party boss, most objeo- 
tionable to independent voters, and his 
majority is under four thousand five hun- 
dred, andis next to the smallest on the 
ticket. The entire city ticket suffered 
from the taint of bossism and corruption 
inthe method of its selection, and the 


\Democrats of the State believe him to be. 


and is far behind his ticket in the State. 
The lesson is a severe one to him. With 
so much in his favor, he has blasted his 
political prospects by allying himself with 
disreputable men in his party. We em- 
phasize the lesson for the good of the 
party and with genuine regret that the 
conditions should have been made by 
Mayor Francis and his associates which 
invited it. 

The figures give ample hope to the re- 
juvenated Democratio party in this city. 
Freed from the domination of corrupt 
bosses, the margin of voters is small 
enough to warrant reasonable anticipa- 
tion of success with clean nominees and 
clean methods. 


Tue Republican party has won the 
Federal offices, but so far as tariff reform 
and tax reduction are concerned it re- 
mains to be seen which party has really 
won the victory. The same inexorable 
conditions that prevented the Republicans 
of either house from agreeing upon a 
tax-reduotion bill romain to confront 
them now. The evasions permitted to 
mere opposition, and the latitudinous 
generalities of a political campaign will 
not avail them after the election has im- 
posed on them the responsibility of solv- 
ing this intricate and troublesome 
problem.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS, 


An Old Case Ended—For the Defendant— 
Legal News and Notes. 


The attacement sult of the Milwaukee Har- 
vester Co., against the Hamilton Machine Co. 
for $614.64 came to an end in Judge Lubke’s 
court this morning. The report of the referee 
in the plaintiff's favor was confirmed and the 
Harvester Co. allowed $375.35, with $800 for the 
referee. There is nothing out of the common 
in the suit, unless it may be considered re- 
markable, considering the small amount in- 
volved, for the time it has occupied and the 
pounds of paper required. It was a suit 
to recover the sum named on the ground that 
it was due for merchandise sold and deliv- 
ered, the petition having been filed a little 
over two years ago. The documentsin the 
case consisting of the usual papers, the ref- 
eree’s report and a volume of transcribed tes- 
timony, will probably weigh ten pounds. 


Final Judgment Given. 


There was final judgment for defendant on 
demurrer in the case of Mary Ann James 
agalnst C. F. Hintze, B. Fry and A. J. Bramer 
in Judge Seddon’s court. The suit was for 


$10,000 dainages and was based on the result of 
one already filed. In the February term, 1887, 
the plaintiff sued for $20,000 damages, based on 
alleged grievous 1 and bodily and men- 
tal suffering sustained by her through the 
negligence of the Cook Avenue Methodist 
Episcopal Church, south. This suit was 
thrown out because of the failure of the plain- 
tiff to furnish security for costs. The detend-

THE NORTHWESTERN FLOUR TRADE, 


A Production for the Week, With Few | 


’ Mills Running. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., November 8. — The 
Northwestern Miller yesterday said: ‘‘ Although 
there were two mille less running last week 
the flour output touched good round figures. 
The week’s production was 150,600 barrels, 
averaging 25,100 barrels daily, against 163 , 800 
the week before and 155,800 barrels for the cor- 
responding time in 1887. Besides the two 
milis referred to above, another of medium 
size bas shut down, making about 4,500 bar- 


rele less capacity in operation now than a 
fortnightago. There were also some of the 
milis idle on election day as a result of not 
being able to get arrels an from 
most of the switehmen not working. The 
barrel question is becoming quite a serious 
one. ith little or no export trade, the mills 
have packed a very large proportion of their 
product in wood, and it isgetting so the coop- 
ere cannot make packages fast enough to meet 
the demand. Those milis in operation are 
running strong and getting out ali the flour 
they can in anticipation of the early close of 
mavigation. Not a little of this is being 
shipped on consignment, or being stored in 
the East. Old wheat is now practically ex- 
hausted, but the four made from the new 
crop is usually very strong and fully up tothe 
standard of former years. The flour

price of patent on Friday was reduced 25 
cents per barrel, to meet the decline in wheat, 
but this seems to have had very little effect 
toward inducing buyersto take hold. Some 
firms report more inguiry from abroad, with 
slightly higher offers, and here and there 
mall orders have been booked. In two or 
three instances, however, lower figures were 
accepted than are generally asked. Asking 
rices, London oc. |. f.

‘The direct exports last week were 
only 19,800 barrels, against 29,700 for the pre- 
ceding week. 

For the five days ending November 5, there 
were 1,378,280 bushels of wheat received. The 
shipments were: Flour, 102,072 barrels; wheat, 
173,430 bushels; mill stuff, 3,687 tons. On No- 
vember 5 there 8,192,912 bushels of wheat at 
Minneapolis, 772,553 bushels at Duluth and 
105,000 bushels at St. Paul.

JACK FARRELL WHIPPED. 


HARRY BARTLETT OF BIRMINGHAM 
‘ KNOCKS HIM OUT IN FOUR ROUNDS. 


Ope ofthe Gamest, Bloodiest and Most Des. 
perate Battleson Record—Description of 
the Fight—Jem Carney’s Defi to Jack Mo- 
Aulifie—Sperting Matters in Gen 
Base Ball Chaff and Chat.

New York, November 8.—On a point ot᷑ land 
owned by the Federal Government near San d- 
Hook there was Gecided last night a prize 
fight the like s which for ferocity had not 
been seen fora long time in this neighbor- 
hood. Blood flowed in quantities to satisfy 
the most sanguinary of the spectators, as 
there were only fifteen of the latter all told, 
-Ineluding the ring officials, but they were 
men of money and the betting was brisk. 

The fight was ofa most peculiar charactery 
The story of it is easily told. It was a trial for 
one man who-has gained a reputation in En. 
gland and on his success in this fight depended 
his hopes here. The principals were Jack 
Farrell, who fought Ike Weir the Belfast 
Spider, Jack Haviin and other good men, 
ana Harry Bartlett of Birmingham, England, 
who arrived five weeks ago. 

Farrell, since fighting Weir and Havlin, haa 
an eye knocked out in a brawl, but is, never- 
theless, conceded to be one of the clev- 
erest fighters of his weight in the 
world. He is 28 years old, 5 feet 4% inches 
tall and weighed 122 pounds. He was looked 
after by Jack Adler and a friend. His time- 
keeper was Dave Holland. Bartlett, a big 
fine-looking lad, is 28 years old, 5 feet 5 inches 
in height and weighed 124 pounds. His sec- 
onds were Bob 8mithand Tom Barnes. Pete 
Donohue was referee and Jim Franke was 
time-keeper for Bartiett. The latter is a won- 
derfully big man to fight at 12 
pounds and last night he proved 
that he was also scientific and game. 
Indeed he proved the wisdom of his millionare 


friend who brought him tothis country. Of 
the fifteen present at the battle five were om 
cialis and any of the other ten could signa 
check for a thousand and think of it as an 
every.day affair. It was almost II o’clock 
when the men entered the ring, Farrell show- 
ing up in blue trunks and Bartlett in white. 
Both were stripped to the waist. After a pre- 
liminary spar in the first round Farrell led, 
but was short. He jumped back without a re- 
turn. Herepeated his tactics and then Bart- 
lett got home a bard one on the nose. 
It was too high up to draw 
blood. Farrell tried at the stomach, 
landing heavily, and was countered on the 
face. They rushed to a clinch and in the 
breakaway Bartlett landed a hard one on Far- 
rell’s neck and Jack went to the floor. The 
knock-down was not claimed. Farrell was 
already blowing and soon rushed toa close, 
and they — at short range all around 
the ring. Their knuckles played a ge | tattoo 
on each other’s faces and ribs, but although 
lumps appeared and bruises were numerous, 
neither winced. Then Bartlett landed a 
swinging right on Farrell’s neck and Jack 
again went down, and Smith claimed first 
knock-down, which was allowed. 

The second round began with Bartlett con- 
fident and without a scratch and Farrell 
somewhat dazed. He wy n however 
and aftersparring for wind got home har 
on Bartiett’s face and neck with his right. 
Then he planted an upper cut on the chest 
that made the Englishman jump back and 
they rushed to close quarters. They clinched 
and were ordered to break and then after a 
rush saad clinched and were again ordered to 
break.

Bartlett and Jack replied, I'll be with you 
vet. 
Again they clinched and again they were or- 
dered to break and then Bartlett got home a 
heavy one on Farrell's face and with his right 
on his neck and Jack fell with Bartlett on top 
ot him.

Bartlett was cool and calmr 
He went at Farrell with a straight left-hande:

„Queer People With Wings and Stings.’’ The 
first narrates by means of quaint rhymes and 
comical illustrations, the doings of goblins, 
giants, merrymen and monarchs. 

The second contains amusing verses and 
pictures about various animals, and the 
third treats in the same way the 
doings of birds and insects. Both 
rhymes and drawings are characterized by the 
grotesque humor which made the author's 
reputation in his first publication, ‘‘The 
Brownies.’’ 

„Great Thoughts for Little Thinkers,’’ by 
Lucia T. Ames, tells in the pe ae language 
the story of the beginnings of things. The 
greater part of the book is given to the history 
of the Hebrew people, a condensation of the 
Biblical narrative. The book is reverent in 
tone and calculated to ennoble as well as in- 
struct. Itcan be read by young chiidren and 
will prove interesting to older readers. 

„Tales of King Arthur,“ by Margaret Vere 
Farrington, is a handsome volume, present- 
ing in interesting style the Arthurian legends. 

Wyoming, «| Edward 8. Ellis, and 
‘*‘Wrecked on abrador, by Winifred 
Stearns, are two books for boys, with plenty 
of Indian fighting and adventure, the latter 
conveying also some knowledge of natural 
history and giving directions for the stuffing 
of birds. 

BOOKS OF TRAVEL. 

To his long list of books on travel, covering 
the greater part of the world, Col. Thos. W. 
Knox adds ‘‘The Boy Travellers in Aus- 
tralasia,’’ which, with numerous illustrations, 


recounts the adventures of two youths in. 


a journey to the Sandwich, Marquesas, 
Society, Samoan and Feejee Islands, and 
through the colonies of New Zealand, New 
South Wales, Queensland, Victoria, Tas- 
mania and South Australia. 

Calculated to arouse a spirit of patriotism 
and inculeate those principles which make 
gee men and good citizens are ‘‘Eggleston’s 

fistory of the United States and 
Its People,’’ in its make-up the 
most attractive school history ever 
published; Washington and His Country, 
an abridgment by Prof. Fiske of Irving’s 
„Lite of Washington, ‘‘Franklin’s Auto- 
biography, edited and compiled for young 
people, and W. O. Stoddard’s ‘‘Lives of the 

residents, a series of volumes, the last 
being the history of President Cleveland. 
Another book to inspire the love of country, 
albeit a little imbued with sectional spirit, is 
Coflin’s Marching to Victory,’’ the second 
volume of a popular history of our civil war, 
including the year 1863. 

A most effective and pleasant antidote to 
sectional feeling is Thos. Nelson Page’s ‘‘Two 
Little Confederates.’’ It is an exceedingly in- 
teresting story of two boys, whose father, 
uncle and elder brother are in the Southern 
army, and whoconstitute themselves protect- 
ors and providers for the family. Their ad- 
ventures in search of deserters are highly 
amnsing. Occasionally there appears that 
element of pathos which brought tears to the 
eyes of readers of ‘‘Marse Chan“! and ‘‘Meh 
Lady. Adults will enjoy this book, as well 
as children. 

A BOOK FOR GIRLS. 

Writers for the young either think that girls 
don’t read, or else that they need no special 
inducements, for they cater ehiefly to the 
tastes of boys. In this whole lot of juveniles 
there is only one specially designed for girls, 
„The Household of Glen Holly, by Lucy C. 
Lillie, author of The Colonel’s Money’’ and 
Jos Opportunity. 

This tempting feast for children closes with 
„Pleasant Authors for You Folks,’’ by 
Amanda B. Harris; The Story Mother Nature 
Toid,’’ by Jane Andrews, and ‘‘A Strange 
Company. by OC. F. Holder. The last named 
is a very interesting and instructive account 
of various curious animals, written by an ac- 
complished naturalist.

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THE RIVERS IN WINTER. 


ICE-FLOES, THE 'DAMAGE THEY DO AND 
HOW TO PREVENT IT. 


A Riverman’s Experiences With Ice—Log 
Barriers as Protection—A Disastrous Ex- 
periment—Strong and Weak SBreak- 
waters—Effects of Gorges—Difference Be- 
tween Missouriand Upper Mississippi Ice, 


HE season is ap- 
proaching,’’ said B. 


W. Denton of Gray's 


Iron Line, who is at 
the Laclede, to a 
Post-DISPATCH re 
porter, when the 
steamboat trade will 
largely be suspended 
R by the appearance of 
ice In many of the navigable rivers, anda 
great majority of the Mississippi and Missouri 
River boats will soon be laid up, while it is 
questionable whether the Ohio River steamers 
can do much business. The problem of how 
best to protect boats lying at the docks when 
the ice breaks up is one that has for years 
puzzied river men and a solution of which 
would be worth hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to every steamboat line. 
A WEAK DEFENSE. 
‘*I myself have been in charge of a large num- 
ber of steamers wintering at and below Keo- 
kuk, and some years ago thought that I had 
solved the problem. I laid a line of logs along 
the exposed sides of the vessels when the 
first sharp frost set in, and fastened them in 
place with chains. I thought that I had saved 
my boats, but my delusion was rudely dis 
pelled in the spring. The run of ice was not 
as heavy as usual, and if Ihad not put the logs 
in place I believe that no great damage would 
have been done. But when the run began the 
ioe caught the up-stream ends of the logs and 
jammed them right through the sides of the 
vessels, in some cases making breaches large 
enough for a man to creep through. 
While logs are good as a pro- 
tection against side pressure, they 
are far worse than useless when the ice strikes 
them on end, as the force of impact is so 
great that they will inevitably be torn from 
their fastenings, and serve asa battering ram 
against the hulls of the vessels that they 
were intended to guard. 
SOLID AND OPEN BREAKWATERS. 
‘‘Strong breakwaters are almost as bad. 
When ice is moving freely they have been 
found very effective in protecting boats, but 
the minute that a gorge below occurs they 
greatiy increase the danger. The ice in 
backing up strikes the dams, and 


is stopped, being thrown back upon 
the boats with destructive effect, as it strikes 
them not atthe water line alone, but also 
above, where they are weakest, and not in- 
frequently completely — —— the deck from 
the hull. A rude Dreakwater, not erected 
with any new idea, but simply the remains of 
an old wharf, I once saw doing splendid serv- 
ioe near Keokuk. It consisted of a number 
of piles driven at intervals of two or three 
feet. These broke up the ice as it came 
and although it dia not 
3 the steamers lying below 
ded the danger of solid masses 
the vessel, and when agorge took 
place the intervais between the logs was sum - 
cient to admitthe passage of the blocks and 
revented the disastrous piling tbat results 
om the use of stone or earthen breakwaters. 
My idea of the best method of guarding boats 
is to have an open breakwater of | set five 
or six feet apart, both above and low the 
steamers, and to have their sides covered with 
a willow wattle, something similar to 
in certain parts of the jet- 
ad serve to break 
up large blocks, while the wattles would 
have the effect of protecting the hulls from 
the sharp edges the ice. Of course they 
will afford no protection against crushing, but 
many boats are cut own in freshets 
where no great crushing foree was exerted.

MISSISSIPPI AND MISSOURI FLOES. 

„One error, in my opinion, has been made by 
many of the boats wintering here, and an 
error that costs the owners thousands of dol- 
lars every year. The boats are kept 
on the Illinois side, instead of wintering on 
the Missouri bank. We in the old days never 
made such a mistake, as we fully recognized 
the difference between Missouri and Upper 
Mississippi ice. The former is light and 
porous, much mixed with clay and sand, and 
seldom comes in large fielas. But the ice 
from the upper river isa different affair alto- 
gether. It is formed on deep water, is clear 
and free from impurities, comes in great 
floes and is as solid as iron. The Missouri has 
soft and ill-defined edges, which do not inflict 
much damage, the great danger 3 from 
the crushing force. But the otnerice has an 
edge like a knife, and a floe, far too light to 
smash a boat’s hulls will cut through it like a 
knife through cheese. The ice is not only 
harder, but also what the river men cail 
colder. Two lumps of the same size and 
shape * be laid in the sun together and the 
Missouri River tangy will disappear far 
sooner than that from the upper river. Nota 
boat should be exposed to Mississippi ice 
when it can possibly be avoided.’’
